Abraham ſuppoſing that it was no way lawiul to diſobey 


God, but to ſubmit him{clf ro his good pleaſure , by 
whoſe Providence all things have their being; ſaid no- 


thing to his Wife concerning what God had command-' 


ed him, nor hew he had dettpned the death of his Son ; 


neither did he diſcover his1ntent to any of his ſervants, 


becauſe he thought ey might have hindred him from 
the ſervice of God. He therefore took his Son Tſaac 
with two of his Servants, loading an Aſs with ſuch things

Now about this time 1zac was Twenty five years old, 


and did himſcifhelp to prepare the Altar, inquiring 


of his Father what they ſhould ſacrifice, conſidering 
he ſaw no Sheep, nor nothing elle ready ; Avraham an- 


ſwered him,That God would provide,wlo was of power ſuffi- 


cient to give men that in abundance which they ſtood in need 
of, and was aljd avie to deprive them immediately of what 
they thought themſelves never ſoſecurely poſſeſſed 5 and that it 
was this God that would provide them wherewtth to ſacrifice, 
if it would pleaſe him to accept of toe ſacrifice they ſhould 
make.

fed God that T ſhould be thy Father, and that the ſame

ACOB had attained to that felicity, that ſcarcely 
any other had been ſo happy ; for he exceeded 
all the Inhabirants of the Country,in Riches and Gran- 
deur ; and by reaſon of the Godlinefs and Vertue of 
his Children, he was both envyed and honoured : for 
' they were accompliſhed with all Perfe&tons both of 
Mind and Body : being Stour and Couragious of Spirit, 
and endued both with Wiſdom and Knowledge. 

But Jacob having begotten Joſeph, one of his Young- 
er Sons of his Wife Rachel; he loved him moſt affe&- 
onately ; not only 1n reſpe& of his Corporal Beauty, 
but alſo for the Ornaments and Vertues of his Spirit ; 
eſpecially his Wiſdom, wherein he excelled all his Bre- 
| thren. This endeared Love of the Father, ſtirr'd up 
the hatred and envy of his Brethren toward him; and 
the more to increaſe it, 7oſeph had told both his Fa- 
ther and his Brethren, of two Dreams that he had, 
which did ſeem to forete] him to be Born ro ſome ex- 
traordinary Honour and Greatneſs : As firſt, being 
fent with his Brethren by their Father, . to reap Corn 
1n the time of Harveſt ; 7oſeph ſaw a viſion, far different 
from thoſe which ordinarily happen in ſleep; which 


WW when he was awake, he toſd unto them, to know the 


meaning thereof : His Dream was this, That in the night 
pab, be fixed bis Sheaf of Corn in a place by it ſelf, and that 
all their Sheafs fell own and worſhipped his Sheaf. Which

ment, and that he ſhould obtain rhe domittion over 
them all : Bur his Brethren concealed their thoughts

withes; carneſtly deſiring that nothing of what they 
Intcrpreted co:cerning his Pream might ever come 
to paſs; and thereupon they grew fill more full of 
hatred and envy againſt him: hut God oppoting his 
po er againſt their malice, viſned Joſeph with a fe- 
cond and more ſtrange Viſion : tor he dreamed That 
wwe Sun, Moon.and eleven Stars, defcrnacd Hown totize Earth 
a'd humbled th:inſclves befure him + This Vition he reveal- 
cd to his Fathcrin the preſence of his Brethren, hev= 
ing no ſuſpicion that they had an! anger againſt him; 
and befought them to jnrerpret unro him the meaning 
thereof : which Facov hearing, ſeemed to be angry, 
and to reprove Foſiph before them, but inwardly he 
creatly rejoyced at his Dream ; becauſe he conceived 
In his mind the interpretation thereof : Bur his Bre- 
thren were ſtill further enraged againit him ner as if 
this happineſs had been porterded to harpen to a Ero- 
ther, wherein they might hope to be ; artakers, bur ra- 
ther to a ſtranger and enemy 3; whereupon they fully 
concluded his Death and dcitruftion among them- 
ſelves: Thercfore when they had gathered 1n their 
Harveſt, they went with their Flocks toward S1c1em, a 
part of the Country that was very fit to feed and nouriſh 
their Cattel; and rhere they keep their Flocks, with- 
out giving notice to their Aged Facher of their depar- 
ture. 

But 72:04 obſerving none of his Sons to come from 
the Herds, he ſent 7oſrph ro the Flocks to know how 
they cid, ard how their Afairs proſpercd. Now as 
ſoon as his Brethren ſaw 7ojzpy coming toward them 
they rejoyced very much ; nor as at the arrival of one 
of their Brethren and Family fcnt by their Farher ; bur 
as if cheir Enemy hid encountred theni, who by the 
will of God wat now delivered into their hands; they 
therefer: agrecd nottoler {ip the preſent opportunt-» 
ty, but 121m:cdiately to put him to death; but Reye 
ben we Eideſt among them, ſeeing their Ce'ign. 
vas to kill hum, endeayourcd by all means to — 
chem 
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them from it; repreſenting to them how hainous and 
wicked the enterprize was, and what danger and 
hatred tiicy nught incur thereby : #97, falth he, if it 
be deteſtavie and wicked, both bifore God and Men, to lay 
hands on ard murther a ſtran.2*r, hor muco more horrid 
will it be counted, for 11s to be convidled a> Miurtherers of our 
7 Brother 3 and one whoſe deati) will bring ſuch great 
lwrew ard extream grief to our Father, and ſuch deſulation 
0 our Mather, to have her Sim ravilht and taken away 
jrom ber, not by the ordinary courſe of Mankind , And there- 
forete deſned thom to be will Aatiſ-d in tre tatter, and to 
conſider what world be the iſjue of it. ty tris imiuocent Child, 
w:.5 was yourg, ard fair, and virtuous, ſhould be murthered 
and d:ſftroyes by ther hands : beſtecoing them to lay afide 
this natural and curſed diſign, and toſet the fear of God 
before their eyes, who was voth judge and witneſs of all their 
wicked contrivances again(t the Life of their Brother ; and 
that if they world yet drfift from that willainoss att, Gad 
would be pleaſed with their Contrition aud Repentance z but 
if they were reſolved to proceed, be aſſured them that the Lord 
would vevenge upon them this Fratricide and Murther, fince 
nothing u hid from hs all-ſeeing eye; whether it be commit= 
ted in the Deſert or in the City ;, for whereſoever men art, 
God zs certainly alwaies preſent, and looks into their Attions 
ard Defiens: He further told them, That when they had 
committed this great wicheaneſs, their conſciences would be 
alwaits accuſing of them, and like an Armed Adver- 
ſary conſtantly threatning and tovinenting of them; that 
it was an inÞious Att tokill a Mans own Brother, though 
he had done hun wrong and injury ; it being much more gene= 
rons and meritoriorss to forgive and pardon an injury, than 
to revenge it : but he alledgsd that Joſeph had not done them 
the leaſt wrong or dainage; his tenatr years rather requiring 
ther pity and compaſſion,than their hatred and © ulty toward 
him: Artid further, That the cauſe of their deſtroying him, 
would much aggravate their offence; if it ſhould be known 
that meerly out of enz.y to his future honour and greatneſs, they 
{hould take away his Life 3, tough if it [hould ſo happen, they 
might rather expect to bt 4, of it, by reaſon of their Al- 

OR 2 liznce 
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lance to him 3 and that they ought to reckon that whatſoever 
Bleſſing God beſtowed upon Joſeph, be intended that they alſo 
ſhould partake of the ſame; and therefore, that they ought to 
believe that God would be milch more diſpleaſed againſt them, 
if they ſhould deprive him of his Life, whom he judged wor- 
thy of ſuch Honour and Advancenient, as he was like to arrive 
T0. 

Renben alledged theſe and many other reaſons, to 

divert them from ſhedding their innocent Brothers 
Blood : bur ſince all his Arguments and Perſwaſions 
could no way mollifie and ſoften their hearts, but thar 
they were ftill more reſolved to commit the Murther : 
he adviſed them, that they ſhould think of ſome milder kind 
of Death ; telling them that he had endeavoured what in him 
Ly, to hinder and diſſmade them ; but fnce they were ſ0 fully 
bent and reſolved that be ſbould not live, if they would follow 
his Counſel, as little miſchief as might ve (hould follow it 3 
and therefore, fince you abſolutely deſign his death, T would 
adviſe you not to bathe your Hands in his innocent Blood, but 
to caſt him Alive into the next Pit. and there leavehimin 
the hands of Death. 
- To this they all agreed ; fo Reuben took Foſeph and 
bound:him with Cords and let him down gently into 
. the Pir, which was dry 3 which done, they departed to 
ſeck our a more convement place for Paſture. 

But when Rezxben was gone, Ju42h, another of 7acobs 
Sons, cſpying certain Merchants of Arabia, of the 
Country of the T}-azlites ; who from the Country of 
Galadera, carried Spices, and Syrian Merchandize into 
Egypt, counſelled his Brethren 10 draiv up 7oſzþh out of 
the Pit, and to. fell jm to rhoſe Merchants ; and that 
by that means 7e{:p2 vould die farther off from them, 
and among ſtrangers ; and they ſhould be free from the 
guilt of it: Which Advice of hs being commended by 
them all, they drew 7079; our of the Pit, and fold him 
tothe Arabians for acerrain ſum of Money; he being 
now about S:'-nteen years of Ape. 


Now R246 having reſolved withw himſelf ro Gve . . 


7oſeph from Dearh, without the knowledge of his Bre- 
thren, 
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thren, came privately in the Night to the Pir, and 
called for Joſeph with a loud voice; but hearing none 
anſwer, he began to fear that his Brethren had put him 
to death; and therefore finding them out, he began 
bitrerly to inveigh againſt them for the Murther of 
their Brother ; bur when they had told him how they 
_ diſpoſed of him, he was in ſome meaſure pact- 
ed. 

They then conſulted together how theyſhould ex- 
cuſe themſelves to their Father, that he might have no - 
ſuſpicion of what they had done ; and at laſtconcluded 
to take Joſephs Coat, which they had taken off of him, 
and rent it in ſeveral places, and afterwards to beſmear 
it in the Blood of a Goat, and ſo to carry it to their 
Father, that he might ſuppoſe that Zoſ#ph was ſlain by 
ſome Wild-beaſt. 

Having done thas, they came to their Father, who 
enquired for Foſtph,they told him they had nor ſeen him, 
and that they wondred what was become of him 3; bu: 
that they had found his Garment all torn and blooay; 
which made them much fear thar he was {lain by fome 
W1ld Beaft, 1f this were the Coat in which 7:95 fent 
him unto them. Whereupon Facob did moit aliured- 
ly conclude that his Scn 7oſeph was ſlain; for te knew 
certainly that this was the Coat which he had on when 
he went to his Brothers ; and therefore from that time 
he lamented him as one really dead, ani that with 45 
much ſorrow as if he had teen his oniy Sor, and if145 
he had never anotner left alive; neither would herake 
any comfort, bur ayandaoned himſoifto prietancl niounrn- 
Ing, and cloathed himſelf in Sack-clo2th ; acicker could 
the advices and perluaſtnns of his Sons, any Way remir 
the leaſt part of his Grict. 

Joſeph bekvg thus ſold to the Merchants, they carrt- 
ed himinro Egypt, where he was bought by Puttpry, 
an Egyptian Lord, and Stewvard of Kirg Pharos 
Houſhold, who held kin in great efiymarion, and can. 
cared him 1n all the Liberal Arts ; ror ſuftering him ty 
ve as a Slave, burtas a Free-man : committing to bi. 
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Charge and Care all his Honſhold Afairs, which Zoſcp" 
managed with very great Wiſdom & Diſcretion. Ic hap- 
pened a while after, that the Wife of Potiph2y earneſtly 
obſerving the comelineſs of Joſeph, as alfo tis Wiſdom 
and Diligence, her Heart was inflamed with unlawful 
Love toward him, and ſuppoſing that 1f ſhe did diſco- 
ver her paſſion to him, ſhe m1ght eaiily oNain her de- 
fire; imagining within her ſelf that he would reckon 
3r the greateſt happinek that could befai him; that he 
a Servant, as he was, ſhould be beloved of Ins Lady 
and Miſtreſs: whereupon ſhe let him underſtand her 
Inclination, entreating him to grant her the fulfilling 
of her Aﬀe&ion; but Foſepb utterly refuſed and denied 
her Requeſt, alledgins, That it wauld be very injurio:s 
72 him toward his Maſter , if be who bad bought his :7s a 
Servant, but yit treated him as a dear Friend, by intrufling 
all bis Pateve't and Concerns into his haxas, and making him 
Rider over his Hox'old 5 if this bind Maſtoy could now ve- 
c4ive ſn great an 0:troee and inquiry from him z he therefore 
eziorted her to con7er and overcome her evil Appetite and 
D:fir:; and at the ſme time depriving her of all hope 
of ever compaſiing her defjpns upon him, telling her, 
Tat deſtre becomes dull and wadiye vooen all hopes of enjoy - 
rent is tabin away: 4nd finaily, avowing that he w.zs re- 
mea vather to (affer all 4flifiions ind Miſcnitſs that can bs

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. might avoid going, and by her diflimulation perſuade.” 
her Huſband that ſhe really was 1o, hoping that when 
her Huſband '-as gone ſhe might have the better op- 
portunity to follicire Foſzph to her Embracesz which 
happening accerding to her defire , ſhe began to re- 
new her ailaultz u on him, and to court and careſs him 
with all flattering alluremenrs and enricing perſuations ; 
telling him, That hs had done well if upon her firſt Requeſt 
he had oveyed ber witi,out contradittion z conſtdering the aig- 
nity aPher Perſon, and what 4uthority and Power ſhe had 
over vim; as alſo corfo4ering the violent paſſion ihe had for 
1m: that (he 1:10 had all the reaſon in the World to expeft to 
ve rrted and entreated by bim, being his Lady and Miſtrij. 
yet that being woer-powered ty her Afeftion, (he ſhould fo far 
forget and debaſe her ſelf, as to court him 6:4t tat ſhe doubt- 
ed not but he would now behave himſelf more prudently and ve- 
(pect;uily, and mabe ammads for his former ob{tinacy, by his 
Preſent comblaiſance and conſent: Foy if you obſerce (faith 
ihe) this ny ſecord adaveſs is more ajfettionate and endearing 
than the former; ſince Thavwe feigned my ſelf ſick, and denied 
my ſd th: pleaſure of ſuch a publick Solemnity, menly to tn- 
10y thehavpineſs of thy Society; and therefore if ti52u hadjt at 
firſt any ſuſpicion of my Love, as to imagine 4 had ſome trea- 
coerons d:fron azainit thie, yet this ſtrond attempt may cer- 
tinly confirm the ſincerity of my AſteCFions toward tree :

wil certaiily accuſe thice tomy Lord that thou dint a: teins 
to 1201, me; and trough thy denials oe newer fo fron, yt IT 
bio my power to be ſo great withPouphar, tmat T ial be 
believed before thee. 

Burt neither could her words nor Tears, which at 
this time were Wirneſles of her inflamed detires, pre- 
vai! any thing ; neither her flatterics nor threats had 
any po;ver over him ; but he ſtill conmnucd firm and 
G 4. conitant 
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conſtant to his Virtue, refſ\-lving rather to ſuffer the 
greateſt Miſcries, than in the leaſt to give way to her 
Adulterous offers: accounting himſelf worthy of the 
greateſt puniſhment, if he ſhould in the Jeaft condet- 
cend to this Luſtful Womans Inclinations : He there- 
fore repreſented to her how great a fin it was againſt 
God, who fees all our Actions, though they are never 
ſo privately committed ; that it was al.o a great ſin and 
wrong againſt her Huſband, and againſt all the Laws, 
Rites, and Cuſtoms of the Marriage-Bed ; wiſhing her 
to have regard to theſe things, and not to prefer a vain 
and momentary Luft before them ail; which would 
certainly be followed by a ſpeedy Repentance ind tor- 
row, and a continual fear of D:iicovery: whereas ſhe 
might enjoy the tame happinets with her Hutband with- 
out all theſe fears and dangers, and alio arcended with 
the ſerenity and quiet of a good Conicience : As alto 
that it was more honcurable for ter to command hin 

as his Tady and Niſtrifs, as ſhe did now ; than by 
committing fo great wickeanets make him equal to her, 
and to be atraid of difplcating him.

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diſconſolate, hiding the Grief of herdiſappointment un- 
der the colour of Anger and Indignation for her Hono: 
and Chaſtity, which the pretended was attempted to 
be raviſht” from her : Therefore when her Huiband 
came home, and obſerved her to be to much diforder- 
ed and diſcompoſed; heearneſtly enquired the reaſon 
thereof: Zive thou no longer my dear Husband, faith ſhe, 
except thou ſeverely puniſh that wretched Hebrew Slaves 
who hath imnpudently attempted to violate thy Bed, forget- 
ting bis former condition when he came firſt into thine Houſe, 
and alſo the bind entertainment wrich be rercived at thy 

hands, and who bad bin the moſt wigratiful Creature a- 

live, if he had not been faithful to thee in thy H04to/4 Affairs; 

yet bath not this Wretch forborn to offer the greateſt 11iry to 

thee ; no not to thine own Wife, and that on. an Holy-day, win 

he kntw thou woudlſt long be abſent; whereby he hath now dif. 

colerd that his pretended modeſty proceeaed Yatvgr from vals 

of Birth, want of education, than from 2 Priaciple of Virtue: 

and that which hath encouraged hin to tins conffelonce, ts tron 

tre great reſpect and fauny which you have betiomid up0s him 

ven aboue his haves, and beyond his mot ; for bnmwing tho: 

haſt committed all thy Gonds to his cave and trujt, and fteing 

himſelf preferred 230us all thy ancient Seruants, be tnought 

be might preſume a! to attempt the cvaſtity of thy Wife. 

And to confirm her words, ihe produced his Gar- 
ment; which, as the ſaid, he Icft behind him; when 
he defigned to violate hcr, being affrighred by her out- 
cries. Potiphar being fully confirmed 1n the belief of 
this Relation, by the words and Tears of this difſem- 
biiag Woman; and being a man of an uxoricus Tem- 
pcr, never enquired farther into the matter, but mag- 
nifying and extolling the Virtue and Loyalty of h:s 
Wife, he unmediatclv commanded 7of#þ2to be calt in- 
to the Priſon among common NMaletaors, and to be 
put into Irons for this his hcinous Witkedngis; upon 
all occaſions proclaiming the Honeſty 29d Ge ebes 
of his Wife, ſince tie himtelf was now a Wines oi her 
fidelity. 

But 70*ph commutring —_— and his 1nnocent cauſe , 

5 to 
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to the Providence of God, took no care to excuſe him- 
ſelf, neither made any relarion to any one of the truth 
of the matter; bur patiently and quietly fuffcred the 
Pumihment, and the Bonds that were upon him, he 
comforted himſelf in this, That the Almighty God was 
more powerful than all his Enemies, and would no 


doubt, in his good time, deliver him our of his Atﬀii- 


&ions, and clear his Innocency to al! the World ; and 
he ſoon found by Experience that his hope was not in 
vain ; for the Keeper obſerving his care and diligence 
1n all things wherein he emyloyed him , as alfo rhe 
Comelineſs of his Preſence and Carriage, he freed him 
from his Fetters, and afterward commuted to him all 
the Care of the Priſon, and the other Priſoners. 

Ir happened that at the ſame time there were in the 
Priſon, the Butler and Baker of P»arazh, and both of

Thus ſpate Rc;z2e2 in benalfof himſelf and his Bre- 
thren, to remove from the mind of 70/7 any finifter 
opinion tar 2 might have of them. Who underitand- 
ing that his Father aad Erothcr were both in health, 
he commandcd them to be all thur up in Priſon, under 
pretence of calling them roa further examination at his 
lexſure.

.3 fearing that the vengeance of God had now overtaken 
;y them, for their cruelty to their Brother : And Renbex 
a didalfo ſeverely retle& upon them for their hard- 


heartedneſs ; telling that theſe AMiftions that God 
2- thejuſt revenger of innocency, had now intlited upon 
2 them, were to be born with patience, conſidering how 
!- Righteous he was 1nit : They being toucht 1n Conſci- 
2, encewith the words of Rewen, lamented exceedingly 
2r their miſerable condition, little thinking that any had 
1s underſtood what they ſaid; but Poſeph heard all their 
11 grievous complaints, and was forced to retire from 
:e them, leſt he ſhould not be able to conceal himſelf. 
x from them; the tearsbeing ready to guſh out at his 
he Eyes,by reaſon of his Brotherly Love & Tenderneſs to- 
:2 ward them:a while after, Foſtph returned rothem agatn, 
- E&deraining $iz#c2 with him,to remain as a Pledpe for 
:2 ther return, he gave them Licenſe to buy their Corn, 
'9- and then commanded them to depart ; giving fecret 
2:1 order to ins Servant, to-put every Mans Money which 
2 He had received,into-the mouth of cach of their Sacks; 
i5ss Which was done accordingly, and ſo they went away. 
When Zacobs Sons came totheir Faiher, they gave 
him an account of all thathad happened,thart they were 
taken for Spies by the Lord of the Country; and _ 
wincn 
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when they informed him thar cney were all Brethren, 


and that they had left another Brother at hoe with 
their Father, he would not believe them; alto that 
they were forced to leave Simeon behind them as a 
Pledge with the Governour, till they brought Benjamin 
to him, that ſo he might be certified of the rruth : 
Thev therefore defired their Father, that withour any 
contradiction or hinderance, he would lend their 
Youngeſt Brother with them : But Zarob was much 
diſpleaſed at what his Sons had fone, and much griev- 
ed that they had left Simeon vehind chem ; but he 
rhought ir worſe than Death to be deprived of Benjamin 
allo : neither could Reuben with all his 1ntreaties, nor 
with the promite of leaving his own Sons, as Pledges 
for the ſafe return of Benjamin perſwvade Faro to con- 
ſent thereunto. Being thus uncertain what courſe ro 
take, they were yet more ſurprized, when they found 
every Mans Money incloſed in his Sack of Corn 


Afrer a while the Famine 1ncreaſed, and they had 


eaten up the Corn that they had brought fron Ezypt ; 
therefore Facoh bid them go thither again to terch 
more, which they all denied to do, excenvt they mighe 
carry Binjanin along with them,according to the1r pro- 
mile, made to the Lord ofthe Country : Bur :11 their 
reaſons and p-riwafions did nothing avail, till Fzdah, 
one of his Sons, and a Nan of a warm temper, began 
freely to reprove his Father. for heing over-carefal of 
kis Brother, to whom noting coula haypen bur by 
the will of God, whether he were abroid or at home ; 
and that 1t was unreaſnalvle for to have fo mucl; care 
of Beiyjamin, that for his faxe only they mull all periſh 
{Or want of Bread; that he oupht allo, to ave fome rc- 
ipe<% to the Life oi $307, which would be in danger, 
it hc datlied or delared to fend Bj aurs with them : 
exhorcing his Father to commit the Care and Protecti- 
o1 of 1s Son to God; and promiſing either to bring 
Jim back 1n (ery, or elfe to die with him. 


Thus Facoy being no longer avle to withſtand their

continual 1ntreaties, was forced at laſt to yield,;and bid 
his 
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his Sons prepare a P:eſent of ttie beſt Fruirs of the 
Land, and alf> to take double Money 1n their Hands 
leſt the other ſhould have been an over-tighr : And, 
ſo taking Beriamin with themcrhey vi ith plenty of Tears 
on both fides departed, leaving thar Father full of 
grief and troue, for fear of h:s Sens, and much fear- ' 
in? that roo much ſorrow weuld bring him ro his 
Gr.ve; bur neceſſity forced thcm to go on, and fo they 
travelled into Egypt, hoving #11] for better ſucceſs. 

They were no ſooncr arrived, but they preſently 
went to 7oſeth, being much afraid leſt they ſhould be 
charged with fraud and deceit, 1n carrying back their 
Mone:. ayain; which therefore, ther. preſently endea- 
voured to excuſe to the Steward of 7:{4ph; telling him, 
That when they went to empty their Sacks, they found their 
Weney in them, which now they bad brought back again : but 
the Steward told them hs brew of no ſuch thing 3 nor did he 
miſs their Money, Which when thev heard, they were 
ſomeivhat encouraged ; then was S170 unmediately 
ſct at libcrry, and ſent unto his Brethren. 

Now when 79{epb was returned from the Service of 
rhe King, he came unto them; and they made tkeir 
Preſents unro him, which he accepted znd inquired 
how thcir Father did : They anfz.cred him that he 
vas in Health; and obterving Benj2minamong them 2 
Savs he, Is this your Toumga Brocver, which you ſpabe of ? 
They anſwered yea, and bowed themſelyes unto kim : 
7oſeth earneftly objerving nim, was ready to weep fer 
Joy ; and therefore immediately withdrew himſelf from 
them, left they ſhould perceive h15 tears: He then 
Invites them all to a Barcuet, where he made them fit 
in the ſame order as when they were with their Fa- 
ther; and though he Findiy enrertainced them all, yer 
to Brijainin he ordered a double Portion to be giren : 
Afterward ax Evening, when they were laid down to 
reſt, Toſeph commanaed k15 S:cward to fiilevery Mars 


| Sack with Corn, and allo to put their Money again in- 


to their Sacks; hut 1n Benja%#ins Sack ; he ordered him 
to put a Cup, wherein he took great delight ; which, 
he 
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he did with deſign to try their love and affefion to- 


warcd their Brother Benjamin, whether they would ſtand 


by him and ſuffer with him ; or whether, when he was 
accuſed for thefr, they would forſake him and leave 
him to the rigor of the Law, without being concerned 
thereat. 

This being done, 72cov's Sons aroſe early the next 
mcrning, and taking Si" along with them, they de- 
parted toward their own Countrey ; rejoycing In their 
minds, as well for the reſtauration of $i, as for the 
ſafe rerurn of Benjamin, whom they had fo ſolemnly en- 
paged to their Father to bring back with them : They 

ad nor gone far, but they obferved a Troop of Horle - 
men following hard after them, who immediately .be- 
ſet them round about ; and among them there was 79- 
ſepb's Steward, who had put the the Cup into Benjarin's 
Sack 3 they being troubled and concerned that they 
were ſo foon purſued hike Enemies, who were (© lately 
entertained as loving Friends, demanded the reaſon 
thereof? The Egyptian exclaimed againſt them,calling 
them, Wicked and ingrateful men, . who forgetting the late 
benefits they had received and the kindneſs and love wherewith 
ſoſevh had treated them, were ſb baſe and unworthy, to ve- 


turn him injury for his Courteſie,and to ſteal his Cup from him; | 
threatning them jew-cre puniſhment for their Theft, and telling | 


them that though they might for a time deceive the ſervants 
that waited at the Table, yet they muſs not think thiy could 


deceive God and bis Mafter Joſeph : And asking them, If | 


they did not think they deſtyue to ſuffer for this thety wiched= 
n:{s? With ſuch like Speeches did the Servant of 7:{«5\ 
ſeemto inſult over them: but they being altogether 
19norant ofthe Myſtery, boldly told him, That they won- 


ared he (hould b: ſo va'h and inconſiderate, to accuſe them of | 
. Theft, who were ſofar from it, that they had brought him the  » 


price of thiir Corn which theyhad found in their Sachs, which 


. ns © 
they might eaſily have Rept undiſcovered, ſince none but them- | , 


ſelves knew any thing of the Money ;, ſo far were they from de- 
fiening any wrong or imjury againſt them: Yer to clear 
chemſelyes, they freely oftered themſelves and their 
Sacks 
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Sacks to be ſearched ; and that if any ſhould be found 
guilty, he ſhould freely ſuffer dearth, or any other pu- 
niſhment ; and the reſt ſhould be Bondmen. 

The Egyptians accepted their ofter, only told them 
there was no reaſon any ſhould ſuffer but he thar had 
committed the crime : Then they began to ſearch e- 
very mans Sack, beginning at the Eldeſt ; not thatthey 
were 1gnorant that the Cup was in Benjamin's Sack, but 
to take away all Suſpicion of rhe Jeſus from 7acov's 
Sons: Now. they that were ſearcht began to upbraid 
the Egyptions, telling them, That upon falſe grounds, 
and unworthy ſufpictons they had hindred them a good 
part of their Journey : But when they came to Benja- 
mins Sack, they found the Cup there; whereupon they 
ail became confounded and aſtoniſhed, nor doubting 
but thetr Brother B-yj277in would wmmediatcly be pur 
to Death for his thefr ; preſently retlecting upon them- 
lelves what they ſhould he able toanFver ro theirFather; 
having promiſed and engaged themſelves io faithfully 
for the return of P52; calling alio to mind how 
EXtream unwiliitg he was to ſend him with them, but - 
that they did even weary and tire him out with their 
Importumrties, till he was forced to conſent: But the 
Horſemen laid hands upon Benj.2ain to carry him be- 
fore Foſeph, whom his Brethren would not forſake, but 
went hack with him, to accompany him: When they 
came before 7:31, they ſtood lamenting and hemoan- 
ing themſelves and their Brothers miſhap: To whom 
foj-ph tpake levercly, ſaying, Have you (wicked men as 
or are) either fo fitghted my kinant(s or Gods Providence , 
that you aurſt attempt to offer ſo great an injury to me, who 
vitertained you with ſo much Love and Freedom, as to tabe a- 
way ty Cup with you? Did you think I could not find it out ? 
To whom 714ah anfivcred 1n beha'f of chem all, That 
the thing ws too apparent to be in the lealt denied; and 
rherefore they were all 1eady to be his Bondmen, or to ſuffer 
whatever punihment he would inflift upon them. At the 
ſame time recalling to their minds the injuries they had 
done to foſeþh, and believing that all theſe affliciors 

came 
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came upon them for their hard dealir-g with him; and 


Reubin did again bitterly reprehe:d them for that their 


wickedneſs. 

But 79{eph told them he would dctain none but he 
that had commitred the FaR, and that a!l the reſt mighr 
proceed on in their [ourney 3 For, (fays he) there #* 19 
1:.2ſon that the inmocent (hould ſuffer with the Guilty; and the 
frent;hment of the Lad hall ſatisfie me: and therefore you may 
g2 01 int your way, and I will give you ſafe conduft for your 
paſſage. Now whileſt they were all drowned in ſor- 
row and tears at the words of 7oſ#ph, ſo that they could 
not ſpeak for grief; 7:44, who had been the chief 1n 
perſuading their Father to let Benjamin go with them, 
and who was alſo a man of a good Spirit, caine near to 
7oſtp), and thus addreſſed himſelf to him : 

© Gracious Lord, We do all here freely offer our

When 7:44 had foaoken thus, he bowed himſelf be- 
fore Fjep2, endeavouring by all means poſſivle to mol- 
lifte and appeaſe his Anger ; in like manner all his Bre- 
thren bowed themtelves before him, offering them- 
ſelves todie for Benjanin. 

But 730 moved wich greatpity and compaſſion to- 
ward his Erethren, could no longer contain himſelf: 
but commanding all his Servants out of his preſence , 
and being alone with them, he could not refrain, but 
burſt out into Tears abundantly ; faying, I an Joſeph 
your Brotizer, is my Father yit alive? But his Brethren 
vere fo aſtomihed, that they could not anſrer him a 
word: Then he bid them come nearer ro him, and 
then he proceeded; I .2# Joſeph zor Brother, whom yo'; 
ſold into Egypt, but 04 not gricved and concerned at it; for 
it ws by God's Providence that I was ſtnt bejare to frouidt 
for you againſt this tizze of dreadful Famine, wich is but yet 
begin, and will contin: ſome years © Tabe courage therefore, 
and ve no mare jorrowfil bit mabe haſte and go t9 ny Fa- 
thir, fer fear be die of Urirf for want of you and tiF nm all

A Frer "1tinclus Epiphancs had deſtroyed the Tem- 
ple of 7er1ſal:, he alto endeavoured to in- 
{cc che Jews to forſake the Law of God, and ro com- 


* mit Idolatry, and offer Sacrifice to Idols, and cat Swines 


Fleſh, which they ſo much abhorred: Now among the 
reſt that ſiuflrred under his bloody Cruelty he cauſed 
Seven Young men, Gentlemen of the Herews, tobe 


brought to Antioch, our of the Caſtle of Soſandrum; who 


being of rende Age, and therefore as he thought una- 
ble ro ſuiter Torments ; he doubted not, but either by 
perſuaſions, or at leaft by Threatnings and Terror, to 
prevail upon them to rerounce their Rel1g10n. 

He therefore commanded theſe Seven Young Men, 
w:th their Mother Salomana, who was ſomwhat anci- 
ent, to be brought before him; which was done ac- 
cordingly : who when they appearcd, were ſo comely 
of Counrenance, and (o gentle in their Þchaviour, that 
they ſeemed every way worthy cf fo Virtuous a Mo+ 
ther; who was deſcended of moft Virtuous and noble 
Parenrage ; which ſh&did not 1n tie leaſt diſhonour : 
But the Nobility of her Blood, and excellent Feature 
of her Body, were much more dignified by her Virtue 
and Courage; wherein ſhe ſurpaiſcd eyen her (elf, if 
It were pollible, The 


” 
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The Tyrant ſeeing theſe Sons and theirMother toge- 
ther, witha diſſembling ſmile he ſpake to them in this 
manner, 7 with you all Hanpineſs, O excellent young Men, for ſo 
both the comelineſs of your Perſons, @ Novility of your Birth per= 
ſuade me you are: Be not therefore ſo iniprudent as to reſiſt my 
Commana's, that thereby you may free your ſetues not only from 
Torments, but from Death aiſo ;, for T deſign not only to exalt 
you to Honour and Dignity, but alſo to encreaſe your Riches 
and Poſſeſſuons, if you will but forſake and contemn the fool = 
71h Superſtitions, and vain Bulief of your Conntry-men, and 
embrace our Religion: But if you, refuſe this ſo eaſre an offer, 
(as T hope you will not) I will deviſe ſuch Torments, as by 
lingring and painful Deaths ſhall d:ſtroy you. 

And to terrifhe them the more, he commanded the 
Inſtruments of Torment and Cruelty to be preſented 
to their view ; then were the Wheels, Rods, Hooks, 
Rakes, Racks, Caldrons, Cages, Gridirons, brought 
forth; as alſo Engines to torment the Fingers and 
Hands, with Gauntlets, Awls, Bellows, Brazen Pots, 
2nd Frying-Pans, and many other terrible devices for 
Torments, were produced before their Eyes ; which 
when they had looked on, the Tyrant Anticchs ſaid, 

Conſent O prudent young Men, to do what I command you, 
for ſuppoſing it to be finful which T enjoin you, yet it 1s no ſin 
71 you, becauſe you doit not with a good will, but upon force 
and compulſion. 

But the young Men being inflamed with a Spirit of 
Zeal and courage, contemned the variety of Torments 
he had prepared, and deſpiſed both the flatteries and 
threats of the Tyrant; boldly denying to eat Swines 
Fleſh upon any account whatſoever : and ſpeaking to 
him in this manner : 


* Wherefore, O Tyrant, doſt thou thus threaten and | 


< perſecute us that are innocent ? We fear not death we 
« deſire todie ; but yet as long as Life doth laſt, we are 
© fully reſolved to keep that Law which God commands 
© ed us, and Moſes hath delivered unto us : Therefore, O 


© Tyrant,donot indevor to ſeduce us by pretendingLove \ 


* and Kindnefs to us, whom we know to be a Lover of 
© Injuſtice,

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© Injuſtice, a Monſter of Cruelty, and a Tormenter of 
© the Innocent; and therefore rhe Grace and Favour

* and contemn it, and neither value thy Threats nor 
© Promiſes, having learned of our Maſter Zl:azar to d2- 
© ſpiſe both; and now ſince thou haſt found ſuch con- 
« ſtancy and courage in an old man, why ſhould(ſt thou 
© 1mapine to find ſuch weakneſs and pufillanimity m us

Brethren, to be ſtript naked, and ſtretcht upon the 
Rack, with his Hands bound behind him, and to be 
moſt cruelly beaten; who ſuftered his Torments with 


| - ſogreat Parience, thar he even wearied his Tormen- 
tors, fo that they were more tyred in inflicting, than 


he was of ſuffering Torments; being taken off the 


* . Rack, he was bound upon a Wheel,and a great weight

was hanged athis Feet, that he was ſtretched round a- 
bout the Wheel in fo violent a manner, thar his S1- 
news brake a{under, and his Entrails burſt out; where- 
by his pains were mightily increaſed : yer in the miiſt 
of his moſt extream Torments, he never ceaſed all the 
while to call upon the God of Heaven, whole all-ſee- 
ing Eye beheld his Torments; and beholding the Ty- 
rant, who was a bloody Spe&ator of theſe cruel Tor- 
tures which he cauied to be inflited on the Innocent : 
Macchabers 1s faid to have took Courage, and ſpoke to 
him in this manner: H Cru#l 
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Crucl 21d blvody Tyrant, thou who perſtcateſt 07s roſe that 
love and fear God; for thou knoweſt that I whumn t!nunow 
anos torment, am noVillain, nor Impoſtor, nor Murtherey z but 
ene that n(; d: {res tn do righteouſly and jriſtly, and tobe the 
Laws v470%mavdmen.s of ry God. But the Tormen- 
tors tnemnſciy's mrerruping him, and raking compaſ- 
ſion of his V.iſeries. cnrrcatcd him to take pity on hym- 
ſeli before 1t were £99 late and to ſubmit to the Kings 
pleaſure: To whom he anſwefed, O ye cutl ard wick- 
ed Miniſters of T;ranmy, your torinenting Wheels are not {0 
dreadful as to force m? by their cruelty to forget my eternal 
Happineſs, on which my mind « fired: you may teay and rend 
this Fleh of #:ine, you may roaſt it at the Fire, you may tor - 


ture and tornent every Member of my Body with a (eyeral cru- 
elty, if you think fit; yit after all, through the ſtrength of 


God afjijting us; you (hall never force either me, or my dear 
Brethren, to commit any wiceedn?ſs or impiety. 

While he was ſpeaFing a Fire was kindled, and he 
bound as he was upon the Wheel, was thrown into ir, 
where he endured very exquiſ:te torment. yet was ke 
ſiil! conſtant 11 his Mind and Soul ; and from amidit 
the Flames called out to his Brethren: © Learn of me 
© my beloved Brethren, an example of Virtue and Con- 
© ſtancy, and obſerve the excellency of an invincthle 
© Pattence and Courage ; and thereby be encouraged 
*to contemn and deſpiſe the alluring Tempratio1 s of

Soul. The Tyrant mad fo ſee that theſe Brethren d1d 
rather encourage and ſtrengthen each other, by ſuffer-

The Tyrant having thus diſpatcht fix of theſe wor- 
thy young Men, by ſeveral forts of moſt miſerable Tor- 
tures, there now remained but only one alive with his 
Mother, whoſe Name was 7a2cov; who though younger 
of age, yet 1n Courage and Conſlancy was equal with 
any of his Brethren: He being preſented before the Ty- 
rant, ſeemed to move pity and compaſiion mn him (if 
any compaſiion can properly be ſaid to remain in fuch 
a cruel Tyrants Breaſt) becauſe he was the laſt and on- 
ly Brother that remained alive; therefore he called 
the Child unto him, and carrying him into a place 
where there were no Inſtruments of Torment he en- 
deavoured by enticing words and flattering Speeches 
and Promiſes to perſuade him to conſent to his W11ll, 
in ſuch like words; Thou mayeſt obſerue, young man, by 
the calamity of all thy Brethren, what is prepared for thee al- 
ſo, if thou diſobey my Will: Deliver thy ſelf therefore from theſe 
Torments, and inſtead of Death I will beſtow upon thee what- 
ever Honour and Preferment my Kingdom can afford ; Thou 
ſhalt be a Nobleman , thou ſhalt be General of my Armits; 

But An- 
tiochzs perceiving that the young man did not regard 
his words, he called his Mother to him; who coming

© hove. As his Mother was thus admomſhing and

. Hands held his Head ; - but by the violence of his Tor- 
tyre the Blood ifſued our of his Mouth, Noſe, and all 


...other paſſages of his Body, till he was almoſt ſpent; 


then rhey cur off his Hands and Arms, yet with that lit- 
tle Life that ren:ain'd, he lift up his Eyes to Heaven, 
crying out, Oh Agunai, Oh Lord Slmighty, be merciful wn 


ro me, and receive me into the company of my dear Brethen , © 


that I may be with t1;m to all eternity. Theft the Tyrant 
commanded his Torgue to be pulled out, which being 
done, he of his own accord went into the Fiery Fry- 
ing-Pan, and to the aſtomſhment of Antiochys, patient- 


| ly and quietly yielded up his Soul to God. 


Thus-theſe Seven valiant and couragious young Men, 
encouraged and ſtrengthened one another, 1n obſerving 
the Commandients of God; they all rather chuſing 
to ſufler death, with the moſt cruel and exquiſite Tor- 
tures, than to offend in the leaſt againſt his Lavs; 
6 hereby without queſticn. they now have attained to 
everlatiing Blits and Happinets. 

Now this worthy Mother having feen all her Ch1l- 
dren ſufier fo conſtantly in the Faith and Fear of God); 
ſhe rejoyced exccedingly therein, and kneeling down 
in the place of Torwert, def red of God that ſhe n:1phr 
roy alio cnd her Life, tiace ſhe head. defired tolive fo 
lpng only ior the ſake of her dear Chiidcer, whom ſhe 
had now ſeen all trivmpl.ing, | | 
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The Rage and Fury of Antiochss did ſtill encreaſe by 
the courage of the Sufferers; he therefore finding the 
Motheras reſolved and conſtant as her Sons, command- 
ed her to be tormented; and by his -order ſhe was 
ftript ſtark naked,. and being tied up by rhe Hands , 
was moſt cruelly whipt; then were her Breaſts pulled 
off: And laſtly, ſhe being moft willing to follow her 
Children , was put into the red hot Frying-Pan; yet 
in the midſt of her moſt dreadful Agony , ſhe ſpake 
thus to the SpeRators : Whileſt it was lawful for me Thept + 
”y ſelf a Virgin, T afterwards married, and thin I !ived a © 
chaſte and conſtant Wife, I have brought forth ſuch Sons as [ 
thank my God I need not be aſhamed of, and though by my Hus= 
bands Death, I was lift ſomwhat comfortliſs, yet did I never * 

forſabe my Faith, nor the Law of God, for which I do now 
muſt willingly and joyſully ſuffer all theſe Tornieuts. - Then 
lifting up her Hands and Eyes to Heaven , ſhe quietly - 
departed to enjoy thoſe Heavenly Mantions, that are .. 


prepared above for juſt and Righteous Souls. 


After all theſe cruel and bloody Murthers and Ty- 
rann!es committed by Antiochas, by the juft Judgmert 
of God he fell Mad and Diftrated, and his Bowe!s alto 
were devoured by Worms within him ; whereby he 
became fo filchy and loathſ-m, that no body could 
endure tocome near him, by reaſon of his abominable 
ems z and fo in this miſerable manner he gave up the * 
Ghoit. 


Unhappy and Bloody Tyrant , what do thy Cal- 
drons red hot, thy cutting off Eye-Lids , thy pluck- 
ing out Tongues , thy diverſity of all manner of Cru- 
el and Horrid Torments , what do they now pro- 
fit thee? When thou thy ſelf for fo doing, doſt 
now endure far worſe Tortures than thy wicxed 
Mind could poſtivly invent; whereas thoſe bletſed 
Souls that thou haſt thus murckered and deſtroyed, 
donow enjoy all Happineſs, Glory , and everlaſting

Remarks on the LIFE of

Fter the Death of our Bleſſed Lord and Saviour 
Jeſus Chrift, his Diſciples endured ſeveral Per- 
ſecu'10ns; ſome ſuffering Dearth, others Banithmenr : 
Among the : eſt, St. Johnthe Evangehift, who was cal- 
ted the Beloved Diſciple, was by Domitian the Emperour 
baaiſht into the Iſle of Pathmos, for the Teſtimony of 
rhe Goſpel, in the year of our Savionr 97. where he 
had his Revelations ; of whom divers things are re- 
ported, (but with what certainty I know not; ) As that 
he was put into a Veſſel of boiling O1l by the Procon- 
ſul of Eppeſus 3 that he raiſed up a Widow and a young 
Man from the Dead to Lite again ; that he drank pot- 
ſon, and was not hurt thereby; raiſing up alfoto Life 
two thar had drank of the ſame ; with many other ſuch 
Miracles: which though it may be they may happen to 
be true, yer becauſe they are no Articles of our Chri- 
ſtian Belief, we may let them paſs as things indifferent, 
and only givean Arcount of what 1s more certain. 
After the Dearth of the Tyrant  Domitian, who was 
ſlain, and his As repealed by the Senate of Rome, St. 
7ohn was releaſed from Bainſhmenr, under the Empe- 
rour Pertinax, and came to Epheſrs, 1 the year of our 
Lord 100 ; where he continued nll che time of Traran 
the Emperour : giving Directions for the Government 
of the Churches in Aſia; where alſo he v:;rote his Gol- 
pel, and lived rhere tl he was one Hundred and 
Twenty years of Age. While he continued ar Epheſics 


he reſorted to ſeveral places thereabout, to conftirate 
Biſhops _- 
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Biſhops and Miniſters; and to ſettle other Afﬀairs a. 
mong the Churches. | 
Now it happened that he. came to @ certain City, not 
far from Ep»eſs, to comforc, the Chriſtian Brethren ; 
wherehe chanccd to caſt his Eye upon a pfoper young 
Man, of a comely Preſence, whom the Apoſtle o- 
ſerving to have ſo-nthing more than ordinary 1n him, he 
recommended him to :*je-Bſſhop, ſaying, Icommend to 
thee in the preſence of Chriſt a4 this Congregation, this young.

. fromthe City, and watchr carcfully over her, for fe!

whieh her Father Propoſed unto her ; and becauſe ihe 
might the rore f| rcely and ſecurely Travel, and miplit 
alio-the morctoldly reſort 12 bear the-Sermons of H:-

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Chat they were in danger of preſent Death and De- 
ſtru&ion; for though Eygenia uſed all manner of Argyu- 
ments and Proteſtations to clear her Innocency, yet 
nothing ſhe could alledge did in the leaſt prevail up- 
on them; ſo that finding it no time todally any longer, 
not only for the danger of her ſelf, but alſo of her Fel 
tow Chriſtians, for whom ſhe was much more con- 
cerned; ſhe defired to ſpeak with the Judge alone; * 
where ſhe diſcovercd her ſelf to be his Daughter, and 
that her two Companions were the Eunuchs, Prothus 
and Hyacinthus, her former School-Fellows ; giving 
him an account of the occafion of her departure. Her 
Father and her two Brethren were exceeding joy- 
ful that they had found Eugenia again, whom they 
had fo long given over for loſt; and no leſs joy was. 
among the Chriſtians, to ſee the Truth ſo plainly and: 
clearly diſcovered, and the Scandal taken away from. 
them ; but the Enemies were confounded with ſhame, 
eſpecially Milancia; who 1s reported to have been. 
immediately ftruck Dead with Lightening from Hea- 
Ven. 

Thus Ezgenia having diſcovered her ſelf to her Pa- 
rents and Friends, was received by them with all 
Love and Kindneſs; and by her Pious and Religious 
Converſation among them, together with rhe alliſt- 
ance 'of the Spirit of God ; ſhe in a ſhort time won: 
them to embrace tie Chriſtian Profeſſion ; whereby 
Phlillippus, her Father by Nature, was by his own 
Daughter begotten to a new Life, through Grace; and 
ſhe whom he thought ro be lo{t, was not only found 
again, bat with her alſo, he who betore was loſt in 
the Darkneſs of Idolatry, found Eternal Life and Sal- 
vation ; end afcerwards conſtan:ly ſuffered Martyrdom 
for the lake of Jeſus Chriſt. ;

and debauched Young Men, ready to preſs into th 
Houfe where ſhe was; it pleafed God to pur into th 
mind of one Dydim:s, a Chriſtian, ro endeavour to de 
liver her from this imminent. danger; and therefor; 
putting on a Souldiers Habit, he made himſelf to h( 
one of the forwardeſt, and fo got in with the firſt 
and was with her alone: He then told her thar hi 
was a Chriſtian,. and that if ſhe pleated he had a de. 
ſign to deliver her;z. which was, That ſhe thould pu 
on his Souldiers Habit, 41d fo eſcape unknown, and 
he would pur on hers, and abide the rage of the mul. 
titude : This was done accordingly, and ſhe eſca;ed 
unknown: But when theſe rude Fellows had broke

Bur the cruel Judge (more cruel than Dzozyſws the 
Tyrant, who in a like caſe ſpared D.mez and Pythias) 
never conſidering their extraordiaary Virtue, Plicty, 
and Conſtancy, who were fo willing ro die one for 
another ; unjuftly and inhumancly commanded them 
to he both executed : whereupon they were firft be-

Never was any Ladies fall more lamented ; and this 
was very remarkable, Tiiat Judge Morgan who gavethe : 
Sentence upon her, preſently after fel] Mad, and 1m all 
kis diſtracted Fits, cryed our continually, Tabe away the 
Lady Jane, tahe away the Lady Jane from me. &nd 11: this 
extream diſtemper ended his Life. 

Some report that the Ladv Fave was young with 
Child when fhe died, which if true, the greater was 
the cruelty cf hier Adverſarics, ro deſtroy Root and 
Branch at once: She was indeed an excellent Lady, 
and indued v-1th 1nany more virtiics than are uluaily 
found in her Sex ; in Religion and Picty ſhe was very 
zealous, her devout Prayer to God, and her Letters 


and Speech demonſtrate n9 leſs: ſhe was bur 16 yezrs 


of Age when ſhe died, no way amit:ous of Honour, ne- 
ver having acrired jier {elf in Regal Oraaments, bur con- 
ſtrainedly and with Teers; alchough ſhe was of high 
Birth and Quality, yet vere not her Parents any way 
indulgent to her in her Child food, but rather more {e- 
vere tnan needed to fo fweeta temper; yet the harth- 
nel: of her breeding compacted her Soul ro the greater 
Patience and Fiery, whereby ſhe proved the mirror of 
her Age.

7 following, being Sunday, betwer 
and 4. in the Afrernoon, Q. Ann was delivered 
Fair Daughrer at Greenwich, to the great Joy both 
the King and People ; who was Chriſined on the th 
day following,the L. Mayor of London and his Brethy 
with above Forty other Grave Citizens, being 
manded ro attend upon the Solemnity, which was 
formed at Greenwich. The Font was of Silver, pl, 
in the middle of the Church,with an aſcent of 3. Ste 
the Old Duccheſs of Norfolk carried the Child, which; 
wrapt in a Mantle of Purple Veivet : The Godfat 
was T. Craniner, Archbiſhop of Carterbyry, and the G 
mothers, the Dutcheſs of Norfolk, and rhe Marchia 
of Dorſet, both Widdows. 

The Lady £1;z.and the Lady Mary,were not brou 
up together bur apart, each by their own Mot 
which it may be was the reaſon why they were alt 
ward fo dificrent 1n their Diſpoſitions, and fo cont 
in their Religion 3 both of them imitating the ml 
and following the ſteps of their Mothers: Q. Ki; 
Living and Dyinga zealous Roman Catholick, aud{ 
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An both in her Life and Death was reſolute n1 de- 
fence of the Reformed Proteſtant Religion, which 1s 
thought was one cauſe of her fo ſudden fail, bythe 1n- 
ſtigation of ſome Roman Catholicks near about the R. 
he himſelf being no friend to that party; as afterwards 
he made too fadly appear. 

On Mayday 1536, there was great juſting held ar 
Greenwich,in which the chief challenger was theL.Roch- 
ford, Brother to the Q. and the Defendants were Hens 
Norris of the K's. BedChamber and ſome others ; they 
managed their Arms with great dextcrity, and came 
off with the loud applauſe of the SpcRators. 

The K. at the firſt ſeemed to be very much pleaſed 
as tooutward appearance, but about the nnddleof the 
Triumphs, like a Storm 1n the midſt of a great Calm, 
the King roſe ſuddenly from h1s Seart,and attended with 
6 Perſons only, took Barge and 1mmec1arely went to 
Weſtminſter, cauſing no ſmall amazement 1n the People ; 
every one conjceturing as their fancies led them, what 
might be the occaſion thereof : all things were that 
night huſhr up and quiet, and no appearance of Diſ- 
content was perceived, either in the K. or any of the 
Court ; but the next morning betimes, George Bullen L. 
Rochford, the Q's Brother, and He. Norris tire Defend- 
dant, were taken out of their Beds, and both conveyed 
to the Tower, 

The Q. underſtanding it, was ſtruck with extream 
fear and trouble, and having dined with very little con- 
tent, becauſe the RK. had nor ( as hits cuſtom was ) ſent 
any of his Waiters to bid Mzcl good doit her 5 and allo 
P' rceiving ſome of her Servan's atour cr with tears 
n their cyes, and others wrh fad ana dejefted looks 
towards theearth,it bred ſtranv« thoughts in her mind 3 
yet being confident in her own 1nnocency, It cauſed 
rather her amazement than fear.. 

The fame day came intro her Chamber Sir 7. Audley 
L. Chancellor, the D. of Nnj-!{ and T. Cromwell Secre- 
tary, and a diſtance after them Sir W. Kinſman, Con- 
ſtable of the Tower z at firſt ſhe thought they had come 
to 
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to comfort her 2bout the Impriſonment of her Brother, 
but obſerving them not to look fo pleatantly upon her D! 
as they uſvally did, ſhe began to miſtruſt cheir Me alt 
ſage; but caſting her Eye behind them, and ſeeing theſhc 
Conſtable of the Tower, ſhe was then too ſure that heCu 
Death was approaching.and that theſe were the Herald Juc 
ro bid her prepare for 1t: therefore expreſling mor{Ple 
Modeſty than Majeſty, both in her Countenance and 4: 
Behaviour, ſhe deſired to know their buſineſs which Net 
the Chancell6r delivered to her in few words ; telling Att 
her, That it was his Majeſties Command that ſhe miſt pre 
fently be conveyed from thence to the Tower, there to vemai KF: 
during his Highneſs pleaſure ; to which ſhe anſwered, Fi. 
That her Innocency and Patience had armed hers 
gainſt all Adyerſities whatſoever, and if thar were h{X4 
Majeſties Command and Pleaſure, he {hould withal'C0t 
humility be obeyed therein. [. 
And fo without changing her Habit, or taking an

The time of Q. Aries reckoning bang come, ther 
were reports ſpread abroad that ſhe was delivered ofj 
Son, and ſuch a one as was ſuſpected to be prepared he 
fore 3 whereof King Philip being informed, and cory 
ing that by any ſuch Impoſture a counterfeit Brool 
ſhould be the Heir of all his Kingdoms, would not de

| great Pontifical State, having firtt degraded chem, they 
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committed them to the Sccular Power, and then to rhe 
Fire: And at Oxford they took up the Bones of Peter 
Martyrs Wife, and buried them in a ſtinking Dunghill; 
Nay, in this fury, the Bodies of K. Her. 8. and Edw.6. 
hardly eſcaped free.
